Further, applicants request that the Action be corrected to acknowledge: III - Species 3 
corresponding to Fig. 12. 

Fig. 12 is described to constitute Embodiment 3, in the paragraph spanning pages 13-14 
of the application,and constitutes a recording medium storing a program for realizing image 
matching processing systems in accordance with both Embodiments I and II. 



Applicants elect Embodiment II, corresponding to Figs. 3 and 8-1 1 .

Claims 1-4, 11-15, 16 and 17-21 correspond to Embodiment II.
